The reople of Frederlckihirg. 


A correspondent of the New York Jour- 


nal of Commerce, who accompanied the re- 
cent tobacco expedition to Fredericksburg, 
thus speaks of the people and their feel- 
ing about the war: 


The people in that town were all wo- 


men or old men and boys, and appeared 
to be very destitute. I saw many women 
dressed in clothes made of cotton duck 
tents. *-The men wore garments which 
looked like faded revolutionary relics. A 
feir people were well dressed*, but most 
bore marks of deep poverty. All the mem 
with whom I conversed were reconstruc- 
tionists, end all the people seemed glad 
to see us, and hoped we would remain. 
One gentleman, who came from Richmond 
the day before, who was laid to be a man 
of wealth and influence, told us that he 
had good reason to believe that the war 
would end in four weeks by the submis- 
sion of the rebel leaders. All were agreed 
that this campaign would finish up the 
Confederacy, the most bitter secessionists 
only claiming that the South had vindica- 
ted their pluck and endurance.

THE PRESIDENT'S REMAINS. 
Baltimore, April 21.—The guard of 


honor together witU distinguished army 
and navy officers, including Gen. Grant 
and Admiral Davis and also the members 
of the Cabinet and Judge Davis of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, as- 
sembled in the rotunda of the Capitol this 
morning at 7i o'clock, where, alter duly 
impressive prayer by Kev. Mr. Gurley, the 
remains of President Linooln under an 
escort of three companies of the veteran 
reserve corps were conveyed without music 
to the railroad station and placed in the 
hearse car to which the remans of his son 
Willie had previously been removed, and 
there the Rev. Mr. Gurley again delivered 
a brief prayer concluding with the benedic- 
tion. A large concourse of citizens were 
present as spectators, and all were mourn- 
fully impressed with the solemnity of the 
scene. 


Among the immediate and most inti- 


mate friends of the late President, there 
were in the train, Ward Laman, United 
States Marshal, Governor Oglesby, Judge 
Davies, of the United States Supreme 
Court, lion. W. AV. Edwards, C. M. Smith 
brother-in-law of the late President, lien! 
Todd, a cousin of Mrs. Lincoln, Col. John 
Williams, United States Marshal and Rev 
Dr. Gurley. 


It may here be mentioned that the re- 


mains of little Willie Lincoln were placed 
in the interior of the hearse car immedi 
ately in front of those of his father. Mrs. 
Lincoln has requested that no display be 
made of her son but that he may be prop- 
erly removed.

In Baltimore this morning the weather 


is in consonance with the sad event. The 
heavy clouds hang like a leaden pall over 
the city and the gloom iu the atmosphere 
accords with the g'.oom in the hearts of 
our citizens. It was a funeral day in ev 
cry sense. 
The impressive solemnity of 


the occasion weighed more heavily upon 
our people because the calamity with which 
the nation has been smitten was felt as a 
personal loss in every loyal house. And 
never has grief over the loss of a faithful 
public servant been so heartfelt and so 
universal. Almost every house is a house 
of mourning. 
Private residences and 


public buildings and churches are every- 
where draped in black, and everywhere 
the flags are wreathed in crape with a 
unanimity which has never been equalled. 
Our citizens have shown their high regard 
for the honored dead in every expression 
made. 


At an early hour the . streets were 


thronged with citizens hastening to the 
different localities designed for the as- 
semblage of the respective clubs and as- 
sociations to form the procession. Shortly 
after 10 o'clock the pilot engine entered 
the depot announcing tho funeral train of 
the illustrious dead but a few moments be- 
hind. On the platfurm wero assembled 
Governor Bradford, Lt. Gov. Cox, the 
Governor's staff, Cien. Berry and staff. Hon.

of tho city government, General Wallace, 
Brig.

At ten the car bearing the body reached 


the depot in charge of Gen. McCullum 
and W. Garnett Esq., and in a short time 
the coffin was removed by a guard of Ser- 
geants of the invalid corps, and surround- 
ed by uncovered heads and sad hearts, was 
escorted through the deppt buildings by 
the State and city authorities, to the fune- 
ral car waiting to receive it, on Camden 
street. The hearse car is the most beau- 
tiful ever seen in this city. The body of 
the car is almost entirely composed of 
plate glass, which enabled the vast crowd 
on the line of procession to have a full 
view of the coffin. 
The supports o? the 


car were draped with black cloth and 
white silk, and the top of the car itself 
was handsomely decorated with black 
plumes. The car was drawn by four splen- 
did black horses. 


The military escort was one of the 


largest military displays ever witnessed, 
exceedingly imposing. The entire column 
was under command of Brig. Gen. II. II. 
Lockwood attended by his staff and a num- 
ber of aids 
It formed in line in Eutaw 


street, the right resting on Commerce 
street and moved in reverse order. 
The 


line of march was taken up shortly after 
the arrival of the remains'. 
Included in 


the_infantry n-ere the llth Indiana Vol., 
which are stationed at Fort McIIenry and 
commanded by Col. McConney, following 
a battery of artillery was a detachment o°f 
U. S. Marines from the U. S. receiving 
ship Alleghany. They were in full uni- 
form and made a fine appearance. 


About 1 p. m. the head of the procession 


reached the southern front of the Exchange. 
As the head of the military escort reached 
Culver street the column was halted, and 
the hearse with its guard of honor passed 
between the lines of the troops, tho 
bands playing "Peace troubled soul." 
The general officers dismounted and form- 
ed with their staffs on either side of the 
approach from the train to the entrance of 
the Exchange. The remains were then 
removed from the funeral train and car- 
ried slowly and reverently into tho build- 
ing and placed on a. catafalque prepared 
for them. After they had been properly 
placed and the covering removed, the offi- 
cers present passed slowly forward on ei- 
ther side of the body. The civic part of 
the procession followed and the general 
public were then admitted. 


The catafalque was erected immediately 


beneath the dome and was a model of good 
taste. It consisted of a raised dias 11 feet 
by 4 at the base, the sides sloping slightly 
to the height of about three feet, and from 
the four corners rose graceful columns sup- 
porting a cornice extending beyond the 
line of the base. The canopy rose to a 
point four feet from the ground and termi- 
nated in clusters of rich black plumes. 


But a small portion of the throng in 


attendance were able to obtain a view 
of the President's remains. At half past 
two o'clock, to the regret of hundreds of 
our citizens, the coffin was closed and the 
face that was so dear to the nation was 
hidden from view, and escorted by the 
guard of honor was removed to the hearse 
and conveyed to the depot of the Northern 
Central Railroad. 
The coffin was placed 


in a car tastefully draped, then the escort 
on a train especially assigned to them, 
which was also draped, and started for 
Harrisburg where they will arrive to-night.
